I’ve had to point this out 
season after season, but am not responsible, nor is anyone else, not 
even Radio Tirana itself which pretends it’s not on SW at all! 


But WRMI has inserted a new time for RT even if it’s defective: 2230 
UT on 7780, as noted by Richard Langley on April 12. This now shows on 
the transmission schedule, as System H, but not below on System H or 
any other program schedule at http://www.tinyurl.com/WRMIfqs
